sorghum s, Sudan grass, alfalfa and 
g ra sse s and weeds of various kinds. 
A ccording to recent investigations 
by Mr. S cott in various p arts of th e 
Suite, m oths developed In the so u th ­ 
ern portion have ap p are n tly been m i­ 
gra tin g 
n o rth w a rd 
during 
the 
p ast 
week o r ten days and th ese m oths 
h a w deposited eggs which are now 
h a tch in g into tho u san d s of tiny green 
‘'w o rm s” on corn, alfalfa and o th er 
crops. 
The app earan ce of the w orm s 
in C entral T exas In nu m b ers this e a r­ 
ly in the season is unusual and. unless 
parasitic en em ies of the a rm y worm 
become ab u n d an t, severe damrtfce is to 
be anticipated. 
In sp eaking of the m easu res to be 
tak en by fa rm e rs In com bating this 
pest. FTate Entom ologist Newell says: 
' F arm ers should exam ine th eir sor­ 
ghum and alfalfa crops closely and 
frequently, also corn which is b ack ­ 
ward and which has not yet put out 
ears. 
At th eir first app earan ce the 
w orm s are very sm all and are easily 
overlooked, but grow th is rapid and 
the d am ag e done by feeding increases 
at a geom etrical ratio as the size of 
the a rm y w orm s increases. 
Hence, 
alm ost before the fa rm e r realizes It, 
his co rn is stripped to bare stalk s or 
killed entirely, or alfalfa is reduced 
to bare stem s. 
W here the a tta ck s is 
on young corn an abu n d an ce of the 
worm s causes com plete destruction of 
the plan ts: 
when only one or tw o 
a rm y w orm s are present, they .bore 
dow n into th e bud of the corn and 
eat the developing tassel, being often 
referred to as ‘‘bud w orm s.” 
W hen the w arm s ap p ea r on corn 
or sorghum which is still very small, 
say, less th an 12 to 14 inches high.
